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The amendments to claim 9 insert new limitations that increase the minimum amount of components required for 
the composition that were not presented before the Final Office Action was issued. New limitations require new 
considerations and the possibility of a new search would not be proper since the action was already made final and 
prosecution is closed. Please see M.P.E.P. § 714.12 and 714.13 for further information. Initially claim 9 required 
only the peptide PHSRN and at least one member of the markush group, so 2 components. The present 
amendments required a minimum of 4 components: PHSRN, a tonicity agent, buffer agent and another member of 
the markush group. This increase in components of the composition would require further consideration since 
more claim limitations must be met.
